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Remarks 

To further prosecution, Applicant has amended claims 1,12, 20-21, 29, 36, and 41 to 
clarify the subject recited therein. For at least the reasons below, Applicant requests favorable 
action for this case. 

Examiner Interview 

Applicant thanks the Examiner for conducting a telephone interview with their attorney, 
William R. Borchers, on January 14, 2008. During the interview, Applicant's attorney and the 
Examiner discussed the interpretation of the claims. The Examiner also described his application 
of U.S. Patent Pub. No. 2004/0165012 to the claims. Applicant's attorney and the Examiner then 
discussed ways to advance the prosecution of the case. However, no agreement was reached. 

Pending Claims 

The currently pending claims relate to visually presenting information in a compact 
display space. To facilitate this, the claims generally call for generating a one-dimensional 
navigation structure for an organization of information. The navigation structure is designed for 
presentation in the display space and includes a plurality of elements, each representing a portion 
of information. When a command indicating selection of one of the elements in the navigation 
structure is detected, a determination regarding whether the selected element has at least one 
associated element is made. If the selected element has at least one associated element, the 
navigation structure is modified by deleting the non-selected elements from the navigation 
structure and adding the elements associated with the selected element to the navigation 
structure, thereby conserving the display space while continuing to represent the information 
organization. For at least the reasons, Applicant submits that the currently pending claims are in 
condition for allowance.
